The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina  met  in 
its  Sixty-ninth  Annual  Convention,  October  18,  1893,   in  St. 
John's  Church,  Lexington  County,  S.  C,  at  11  A.  M. 

The  Synodical  Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Fox, 
Ph.D.,  from  Judges  16:  20-21.  The  Holy  Communion  was 
administered  to  the  members  of  Synod,  Preparatory  and  Com- 
munion Services  conducted  by  the  President  of  Synod.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Brethren: — Grace,  mercy  and  peace  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  be  with  you! 

Iu  transmitting  my  annual  report,  a  feeling  of  gratitude  to  God  prompts 
me  to  return  thanksgiving  to  Him  for  the  peace,  harmony  and  spiritual 
progress  that  have  characterized  our  Churches  during  the  year  now  closing. 
A  general  survey  of  the  field  indicates  numerical  and  doctrinal  growth, 
deeper  church  love  and  consecration,  and  increased  energy  in  the  Lord's 
work.  These  manifest  tokens  of  God's  love  and  care  should  incite  us  to 
renewed  diligence,  devotion  and  self-denial. 

The  following  have  claimed  my  official  attention: 

ADMISSIONS. 

Rev.  A.  J.  Bowers  was  received  from  Georgia  Synod,  October  22,  1892. 
Rev.  O.  B.  Shearouse  was  received  from  Georgia  Synod,  June  22,  1893. 
Rev.  G.  J.  Martz  was  received  from  East  Pennsylvania  Synod,  Septem- 
ber 13,  1893.

Through  the  Visitor  I  learn  that  Rev.  J.  W.  Butler  has  resigned  the 
Graniteville  charge. 

VACANCIES  SUPPLIED. 

Soon  after  the  last  Convention  of  Synod  Rev.  T.  O.  Keister  notified  me 
that  he  had  accepted  a  call  to  preach  for  Mt.  Tabor  Congregation. 

In  June,  1893,  Rev.  M.  J.  Epting  accepted  a  call  to  the  Orangeburg 
Church  as  a  supply. 
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Bro.  V.  Y.  Boozer  has  served  very  acceptably  for  some  mouths  the  Mt. 
Hermon  Congregation. 

Rev.  C.  P.  Boozer  has  been  serving  as  Pastor  of  the  Mt.  Olivet  and 
Bachman  Chapel  Congregations. 

Rev.  S.  P.  Schumpert  has  been  supplying  St.  Peter's  Congregation  since 
last  Synod. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Sligh  accepted  the  calls  to  supply  Mt.  Pilgrim,  St.  Phillip's 
and  Macedonia  Congregations,  and  has  preached  for  them  during  the 
year. 

CHURCH  DEDICATIONS. 

The  newly-erected  Luther  Chapel  Church  at  Leesville  was  dedicated 
February  26,  1893;  Rev.  J.  A.  Sligh  preached  the  Dedication  Sermon; 
Revs.  Dr.  J.  B.  Fox,  D.  Kyzer,  J.  D.  Shealy  and  the  Pastor  assisting  in 
the  services. 

The  corner-stone  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Summerville,  was  laid  in  Janu- 
uar3',  1893,  and  the  dedication  took  place  in  May.  Rev.  R.  C.  Holland, 
D.  D.,  preached  the  Dedication  Sermon.  Revs.  Dr.  L.  Mueller  and 
W.  A.  C.  Mueller  assisted  in  the  services. 

COEEEGE  AND  SEMINARY. 

President  Holland  writes  me  under  date  of  October  nth  inst.,  "Our 
enrollment  to-day  is  108  in  College  and  six  in  Seminary."  This  splendid 
showing  attests  the  merit  of  these  institutions,  and  claims  the  hearty 
interest  of  all  our  people. 

MISCEEEANEOUS. 

1.  Last  May  I  received  letters  from  Rev.  G.  H.  Cox,  President  of  North 
Carolina  Synod,  relative  to  the  transfer  of  the  Sumter  Congregation  to 
this  Synod.  Awaiting  an  answer  from  said  congregation,  no  action  has 
been  taken.    The  correspondence  is  herewith  submitted. 

2.  On  May  9,  1893,  application  was  made  for  the  leasing  for  five  or  ten 
years  the  lot  owned  by  this  Synod  in  Aiken.  Appropriate  action  will  be 
taken  at  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

3.  Early  last  spring  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  informed  me  that  the  funds 
in  hand  were  insufficient  to  meet  the  appropriations,  and  suggested  the 
propriety  of  borrowing  money  for  the  purpose.  Not  believing  it  expedi- 
ent to  burden  the  Synod  with  debt,  I  urged  through  the  Visitor  that  all 
pastors  and  congregations  forward  at  once  all  available  funds  to  the  Treas- 
urer.   I  trust  this  action  will  meet  your  approval. 

4.  I  present  herewith  letters  relating  to  our  veteran  brother,  Edwin 
Abiel  Bolles  and  his  aged  wife.  Bending  under  the  weight  of  more  than 
four-score  years,  and  bereft  of  the  necessary  comforts  of  life,  their  case 
appeals  to  the  heart  of  every  loyal  Christian.  Synod  will  devise  some 
plan  for  their  continued  support. 

5.  On  June  30,  1893,  I  affixed  my  official  signature  to  thirty-one  copies 
of  Peace  Arbitration,  and  returned  to  the  Chairman  of  that  Committee, 
Rev.  R.  C.  Holland,  D.  D. 
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6.  Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  funds  I  ordered  a  delay  in  transcribing  the 
Minutes,  action  in  regard  to  which  was  taken  at  last  Synod.  I  ask  Synod 
to  endorse  my  action. 

7.  Notwithstanding  the  notice  in  the  Visitor,  I  have  had  no  official 
information  from  the  Newberry  and  Central  Conferences.  A  brief  report 
from  Orangeburg  Conference  states  that  that  body  held  one  meeting  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  that  the  discussions  were  interesting  and  profitable. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

1.  In  view  of  the  present  and  prospective  financial  stringency  I  would 
suggest  the  strictest  economy  in  expenditures  wherever  practicable. 

2.  I  would  suggest  that  vacant  churches  be  supplied  by  the  yonug  men 
in  the  Seminary  whenever  advisable.  In  this  way  these  young  men  ma3^ 
secure  part  of  their  support  outside  of  beneficiary  appropriations,  and 
thus  relieve  the  pressure  upon  the  funds  of  Synod. 

3.  The  growing  demands  of  our  Home  Mission  field  and  the  urgent 
needs  of  Newberry  College  suggest  the  necessity  of  a  Missionary  and 
College  Agent.  This  matter  should  claim  the  prayerful  consideration  of 
this  body. 

4.  I  would  suggest  the  importance  of  appointing  a  Statistical  Secretary 
in  order  to  a  more  general  enlightenment  of  the  public  through  the  reli- 
gious and  secular  press  in  regard  to  the  status  and  growth  of  our  South- 
ern Lutheran  Church. 

Sincerely  thanking  you  for  your  kind  consideration,  and  praying  for 
still  greater  blessings  upon  you  and  the  Churches  you  represent,  I 
respectfully  submit  this  report.  L.  E.  BUSBY.

Committee  on  President's  Report  submitted  the  following, 
which  wTas  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

The  President's  Report  is  a  carefully  prepared,  comprehensive  and 
faithful  statement-of  his  official  acts  since  the  last  Convention  of  Synod. 
We  commend  most  of  our  ministers  and  pastors  in  giving  official  notifica- 
tion to  the  President  of  resignation  and  pastoral  changes  and  suggest  that 
this  rule  be  more  generally  observed. 

The  following  items  require  the  consideration  and  action  of  Synod: 

1.  The  correspondence  of  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Cox,  President  of  the  North 
Carolina  Synod,  in  regard  to  the  transfer  of  the  congregation  at  Sumter, 
S.  C,  to  this  Synod.  These  letters  having  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Committee  on  Letters  and  Petitions  prevents  our  making  any  recom- 
mendation relative  to  this  matter,  and  will  receive  the  attention  of  Synod, 
when  the  report  is  heard. 

2.  The  application  in  regard  to  the  leasing  for  five  or  ten  years  the  lot 
owned  by  this  Synod  in  the  town  of  Aiken  has  been  referred  to  another 
Committee  and  will  receive  action  at  the  proper  time. 

3.  Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  President's  action  in 
reference  to  the  refusal  to  borrow  money  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
and  appropriations  of  Synod,  and  his  calls  for  funds  for  the  treasury  be 
endorsed. 

4.  The  letters  submitted  pertaining  to  Bro.  Edwin  A.  Bolles  will  receive 
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attention  from  another  Committee,  and  a  plan  will  doubtless  be  proposed 
for  his  continued  support. 

5.  The  President  reports  the  failure  to  receive  any  official  information 
in  regard  to  the  work  and  transactions  of  the  Newberry  and  Central  Con- 
ferences. The  President  of  this  Synod  reported  a  similar  failure  last  year. 
We  recommend  that  the  attention  of  the  Presidents  of  the  Synodical  Con- 
ferences be  called  to  Article  9,  Chapter  xv,  of  the  Synod's  Constitution. 

6.  The  suggestion  of  the  President  in  regard  to  the  necessity  of  employ- 
ing a  travelling  Missionary  and  College  Agent  will  receive  action  when 
the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Newberry  Conference  for  this  purpose 
makes  a  report. 

7.  In  regard  to  the  appointment  of  a  Statistical  Secretary  for  our  South- 
ern Lutheran  Church,  we  would  suggest  that  this  be  referred  to  the  United 
Synod,  The  Committee  wrould  recommend  that  the  attention  of  the  Sec- 
retaries of  this  Synod  be  called  to  Article  6,  Chapter  vii,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

S.  We  recommend  that  the  action  of  the  President  in  regard  to  post- 
poning the  payment  of  the  Secretary  for  transcribing  the  minutes  of  the 
Synod  be  approved;  and  we  recommend  that  the  Secretary  be  paid  at  this 
meeting  of  Svuod.

The  Committee  on  Letters  and  Excuses  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LETTERS  AND  EXCUSES. 

The  papers  placed  in  the  hands  of  this  Committee  are: 

1.  A  letter  from  Rev.  W.  K.  Sligh,  stating  that  on  account  of  his  Col- 
lege duties  he  is  prevented  from  attending  this  session  of  Synod.  We 
recommend  that  he  be  excused. 

2.  A  letter  from  Rev.  J.  F.  Riser  from  Rural  Retreat,  Va.,  asking  that, 
on  account  of  distance  and  his  school  duties,  he  be  excused  from  attend- 
ance at  this  Synod.    We  recommend  that  he  be  excused. 

3.  A  letter  from  Mr.  V.  Y.  Boozer,  giving  information  of  his  work  as 
supply  at  Peak,  S.  C,  and  stating  that  he  has  been  asked  by  that  congre- 
gation to  serve  them  for  the  next  year,  and  that  he  will  gladly'  do  so 
unless  objection  is  raised.  As  Mr.  Boozer  is  a  theological  student,  we 
recommend  that  his  request  be  referred  to  the  professors  of  the  Theologi- 
cal Seminary. 

4.  A  paper  from  Rev.  Wm.  A.Julian,  dated  at  Irwinsville,  Ga.  He  asks 
that,  for  satisfactory  reasons,  he  be  excused  for  non-attendance;  also  that 
he  be  transferred  to  the  Georgia  Synod;  he  also  submits  a  report  of  his 
year's  work,  and  report  as  delegate  from  this  Synod  to  the  Georgia  Synod. 
We  recommend  that  he  be  excused,  and  that  his  request  for  a  transfer  be 
granted,  and  that  his  report  be  read,  and  that  his  report  as  delegate  to  the 
Oeorgia  Synod  be  printed  in  our  Minutes. 

5.  A  letter  from  Henderson  Bros.,  of  Aiken,  S.  C,  asking  that  this 
Synod  lease,  for  ten  years  or  more,  to  Rev.  Coles,  the  lot  owned  by  it  in 
that  place,  at  annual  rental  of  $5  or  $10.  A  form  of  lease  is  enclosed. 
We  recommend  that  the  President  of  Synod  be  empowered  to  execute 
such  a  lease. 

6.  Are  letters  and  papers  in  regard  to  Rev.  Edwin  Abiel  Bolles. 

(a)  A  letter  from  him  asking  that,  on  account  of  the  infirmities  of  age, 
lie  be  excused  from  attendance  at  Synod.  We  recommend  that  he  be 
excused. 

{b)  Anothar  letter  from  him  in  which  he  thanks  the  President  of  this 
Synod  for  an  appeal  made  in  his  behalf  in  the  Visitor,  and  states  that  the 
Committee  appointed  to  solicit  aid  for  him  has  discharged  its  duty,  and 
that  he  will  need  continued  aid. 

(c)  A  report  from  the  Committee  appointed  by  Synod  presenting  a  full 
financial  statement  of  money  received  and  disbursed  by  them  for  the  sup- 
port of  Bro.  Bolles  and  his  wife,  and  making  a  request  for  special  legisla- 
tion on  the  part  of  this  Synod,  both  with  regard  to  the  indebtedness 
assumed  by  the  committee  and  the  future  sustenance  of  this  brother.  We 
recommend  that  this  report  be  read  and  acted  upon. 

7.  Letters  from  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Cox,  President  of  North  Carolina  Synod, 
in  regard  to  Sumter,  S.  C,  congregation.  These  letters  show  that  a  con- 
gregation has  been  organized  at  Sumter,  S.  C,  by  Rev.  F.  W.  E.  Peschau, 
late  pastor  at  Wilmington,  N.  C.    The  congregation  is  said  to  number 
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thirty-four  communicants  and  thirty- four  baptized  children.  A  lot  in  the 
heart  of  the  city  has  been  purchased  for  church  purposes  at  a  cost  of 
$1,400.  The  Mission  has  up  to  a  recent  date  been  served  by  Dr.  Peschau, 
but  as  he  has  removed  to  another  State,  the  North  Carolina  Synod  offers 
to  turn  over  this  Mission  to  this  Synod,  it  being  within  its  bounds  and 
naturally  belonging  to  this  body.  Inasmuch  as  up  to  this  time  no  infor- 
mation has  come  into  the  hands  of  this  Committee  directly  indicating  the 
wishes  of  the  Sumter  congregation,  we  recommend  that  this  matter  be 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  United  Synod,  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  this  point  be  taken  up  as  soon  as  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments can  be  made. 

8.  A  letter  from  Rev.  A.  J.  Bowers  giving  a  satisfactory  reason  and  ask- 
ing to  be  excused  for  non-attendance.  We  recommend  that  he  be 
excused. 

9.  A  letter  from  Rev.  Wm.  A.  C.  Mueller,  asking  that  on  account  of 
pressing  parochial  duties,  he  and  his  aged  father,  Rev.  L,.  Mueller,  D.  D., 
be  excused.    We  recommend  that  they  be  excused. 

10.  A  letter  from  Rev.  K.  Boldt,  stating  that  having  accepted  a  call  to 
Wilmington,  N.  C,  and  being  about  to  remove  to  that  place  he  is  unable 
to  attend  Synod,  and  asks  to  be  excused.  We  recommend  that  he  be 
excused.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   SUPPORT  OF  REV.   E.  A. 

BOLLES. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  Synod  to  look  after  the  support  of  Rev. 
E.  A.  Bolles  and  wife  would  present  the  following  report: 

We  submit  a  financial  exhibit  of  funds  received  and  disbursed.  This 
statement  will  show  a  deficit  of  $ro2.c6  in  meeting  the  necessary  expenses 
for  the  support  of  Bro.  Bolles  and  wife. 

We  would,  therefore,  ask  from  Synod  an   appropriation  sufficient  to 
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liquidate  the  indebtedness  assumed  by  the  Committee.  It  is  also  to  be 
desired  that  Synod  make  some  change  in  arranging  for  their  continued 
support.  Our  experience  during  the  past  year  convinces  us  that  the  rent 
of  a  house,  the  purchase  of  fuel,  and  incidental  expenses,  such  "as  occa- 
sional attendance,  in  a  place  like  Columbia,  call  for  an  amount  of  money 
impossible  to  raise  from  our  Churches  in  addition  to  their  other  obliga- 
tions. 

Bro.  Bolles  is  also  rapidly  declining,  and  Mrs.  Bolles  hardly  able  to 
attend  to  the  duties  of  housekeeping.  At  any  time  both  of  them  may  be 
in  such  a  condition  as  to  require  constant  attendance.  This  would  of 
course  greatly  increase  necessary  expenses. 

We  would,  therefore,  most  respectfully  advise  that  some  arrangement 
be  made  by  Synod  by  which  either  a  private  family  or  some  hospital  will, 
in  consideration  of  a  monthly  sum,  guaranteed  them  by  Synod,  assume 
the  support  and  care  of  this  aged  father  and  mother  of  the  Church.

was  on  a  move  with  my  family  from  South  Carolina  to  Georgia  just  at  the 
time  of  the  meeting.

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The  consideration  of  the  proposed  Orphan's  Home  was 
resumed.  A  letter  from  Rev.  Prof.  F.  V.  N.  Painter  was  read 
as  information. 

Pending  the  discussion  Synod  adjourned  for  divine  services. 
The  Missionary  Sermon  was  preached   by    Rev.    Z.  W. 
Bfcdenbaugh. 

FIFTH  SESSION. 

Friday,  October  20,  1  P.  M. 
Synod  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  A.  W.  Lindler. 
The  following  action  was  taken  on  the  South  View  Orphan's 
Home: 

Whereas,  The  South  Carolina  Synod  does  not  find  it  practicable  to 
obligate  itself  to  raise  the  amount  apportioned  to  it  according  to  the 
proposition  of  Mr.  P.  L.  Terry  to  establish  an  Orphan's  Home  in  connec- 
tion with  the  United  Synod,  but  nevertheless  it  is  the  earnest  wish  of 
this  body  to  do  its  utmost  to  the  support  of  so  important  and  laudable  an 
enterprise;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  South  View  Orphan's  Home  to  the 
hearty  support  of  our  Churches  and  Sunday-schools  by  collections  on  an 
Orphan's  Day  or  otherwise. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  Synod  be  charged  with  carrying  out 
this  action  of  Synod,  and  that  he  be  made  Treasurer  of  the  Orphan  Home 
fund,  and  that  all  contributions  toward  this  fund  be  acknowledged  in  the 
Lutheran  Visitor. 

The  Committee  on  State  of  Religion  made  their  report, 
which  was  adopted.  - 

REPORT  ON  STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

When  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that  the  present  year  has  witnessed 
the  most  fearful  money  panic  that  has  ever  visited  this  country,  there  is 
no  one  who  truly  loves  and  sympathizes  with  the  Church  can  but  con- 
gratulate himself  and  the  Church,  after  hearing  read  the  reports  of  the 
various  pastors  as  they  came  from  the  various  charges  of  our  Synod,  upon 
the  state  of  religion  in  their  respective  fields  of  labor. 

Hard  times  and  scarcity  of  money  have  a  demoralizing  effect,  and  as  a 
general  thing  cripple  every  department  of  Church  work.  But  not  so 
wkh  the  membership  of  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina.  Our  people  recog- 
nize the  fact  that  to  economize  at  such  a  time  as  this  is  absolutely  nec- 
essary, but  in  doing  this  they  have  shown  by  their  contributions  to 
benevolence  that  their  sincere  love  for  their  Church  did  not  allow  them  to 
begin  or  even  end  the  practice  of  economy  with  the  Church. 
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We  know  that  in  in^ny  instances  that  which  they  have  done  for  the 
cause  of  Christ  this  year  has  been  done  at  the  sacrifice  of  home  and  otber 
comforts,  and  we  take  it  that  there  can  be  no  stronger  proof  given  by  any 
people  of  a  true  faith  in  Christ  and  a  heartfelt  love  for  His  Church  than 
the  evidence  furnished  by  the  liberal  contributions  made  to  the  various 
benevolent  objects  of  the  Synod  during  this  year. 

It  is  further  gratifying  to  us  all  that  the  reports  of  the  various  pasters 
show  such  good  attendance  upon  the  preached  Word,  an  increasing  inter- 
est in  Sunday-school  work,  and  a  true  regard  for  catechetical  instruction. 

The  desire  of  all  seems  to  be  to  build  up  and  extend  the  borders  ot 
Zion  in  our  legitimate  territory,  and  from  the  center  to  work  outward, 
covering  every  point  where  we  have  a  sparse  and  scattered  membership, 
and  then  reaching  out  to  the  far  off  heathen  land  of  Japan. 

And  it  does  seem  to  your  Committee  after  reading  these  various  reports 
made  by  our  pastors  that  the  prayer  of  many  of  our  people  is,  "Oh,  God! 
Let  thy  kingdom  come  and  thy  will  be  done— let  nation  after  nation  be 
converted  to  the  Christian  faith  until  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  becotne 
the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  His  Christ."

A  Report  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College 
was  submitted  and  referred  to  the  proper  Committee. 

Revs.  J.  A.  Sligh,  J.  W.  Butler,  and  A.  W.  Lindler  w«re 
excused  from  further  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  this  meet- 
ing of  Synod. 

The  Committee  on  Pastoral  Districts  submitted  their  report, 
which  was  considered  by  items,  amended  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PASTORAL  DISTRICTS. 

The  Committee  on  Pastoral  Districts  has  encountered  some  difficulties 
in  making  up  its  report,  arising  from  the  disturbed  condition  of  a  num- 
ber of  our  congregations  and  charges,  the  paramount  importance  of  pro- 
viding the  mission  points  and  vacant  pastorates  of  this  Synod  with 
preaching  and  pastoral  oversight,  and  at  the  same  time  to  keep  in  view 
the  strictest  economy  in  the  disbursement  of  the  Synod's  funds. 

Several  papers  have  been  placed  in  our  hands  petitioning  Synod  to 
effect  a  division  of  certain  pastorates,  the  expediency  of  which  we  very 
much  doubt,  lest  through  a  multiplicity  of  charges  an  inability  to  support 
pastors  be  created.  The  Committee  is  more  inclined  to  urge  our  pastors 
and  people  in  this  period  of  stringency  in  funds  to  carry  on  the  work,  to 
go  back  to  the  pioneer  days  of  the  history  of  our  Church  in  this  countey 
when  men  rode  hundreds  of  miles  to  serve  a  dozen  congregations,  and 
the  people  went  often  a  score  of  miles  to  hear  the  Word. 

However,  to  get  these  requests  before  the  Synod,  we  have  decided  to 
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present  for  your  consideration  the  following  petitions  and  recommenda- 
tions: 

1.  St.  Michael's  charge  petitions  this  Synod  for  a  division  of  that  charge, 
constituting  a  pastorate  of  St.  Michael's  and  St.  Andrew's,  and  another 
of  Bethel  and  Mt.  Olivet,  Lexington  County.  We  recommend  that  this 
be  granted,  and  the  first  retain  the  name  of  St.  Michael's  and  the  second 
be  named  Bethel  charge.  We  refer  Synod  to  Rev.  Deaton  for  informa- 
tion regarding  this  charge.  Adopted. 

2.  Is  a  petition  from  the  Joint  Council  of  Union,  Mt.  Pleasant,  and  Mt. 
Olivet  (O'Neall)  churches  to  be  constituted  a  charge  by  this  Synod.  We 
recommend  that  this  be  done. 

3.  That  Nazareth,  Bethlehem,  Union  (Red  Bank),  St.  Matthews,  and 
Pisgah  congregations  be  constituted  a  charge.  Synod  is  referred  to  Rev. 
J.  D.  Shealy  and  delegate  for  information. 

4.  We  recommend  at  the  request  of  the  Church  Councils  of  St.  Paul's 
and  Mt.  Pilgrim  Churches  that  these  two  congregations  constitute  a 
charge. 

5.  We  recommend  that  Mt.  Tabor  be  continued  under  the  same  arrange- 
ments of  last  year,  as  per  request  made  through  the  pastor,  Rev.  T.  O. 
Keister. 

We  recommend  that  Macedonia  and  Bachman  Chapel  make  their  own 
arrangements  for  preaching.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  this  Synod 
would  respectful^  report  that  it  met  and  organized  for  work  early  in 
November  and  elected  Rev.  J.  B.  Fox,  Ph.D.,  Chairman;  Mr.  A.  H.  Kohn, 
Secretary;  Mr.  D.  B.  Wheeler,  Treasurer. 

1.  The  work  before  the  Committee  was  fully  discussed,  the  needs  of 
the  different  missions  were  investigated,  and  the  following  appropriations 
made : 

To  Augusta   ,  $325  00 

To  Graniteville  175  00 

To  Orangeburg  150  00 

2.  The  Committee  instructed  the  Secretary  to  ascertain  what  arrange- 
ments Pisgah  and  other  vacant  Churches  in  Lexington  County  had  mace 
for  preaching.  They  heard  from  Pisgah,  but  were  not  able  to  get  any 
satisfactory  information  in  regard  to  these  vacancies.

3.  Orangeburg.  At  the  quarterly  meeting  held  in  January,  it 
was  learned  that  Rev.  S.  L.  Keller  had  left  Orangeburg,  and 
Rev.  M.  J.  Epting  had  agreed  to  serve  the  congregation  there 
one  Sunday  in  each  month,  and  that  they  would  not  require 
any  further  aid  from  this  Committee  for  the  year.  The  Committee 
paid  Rev.  S.  Iy.  Keller  $25  for  the  work  done  in  November  and 
December.  Notwithstanding  the  vacancy,  the  work  at  Orangeburg  has 
made  commendable  progress,  and  the  laymen  of  the  church  have  exhib- 
ited great  zeal  in  the  maintenance  of  public  worship  with  the  congrega- 
tion. This  church  has  recently  extended  a  call  to  Rev.  J.  H.  Wyse, 
Pomaria,  S.  C.  in  which  the  Executive  Committee  has  concurred,  and 
pledge  the  mission  $200  in  support  of  the  pastor. 

4.  Graniteville.  The  Executive  Committee  at  the  second  quarterly 
meeting  increased  the  appropriation  to  the  Graniteville  Mission  from  $175 
to  $200.  The  work  under  the  care  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Butler  has  grown,  and  is 
now  quite  encouraging.  There  have  heen  twenty -two  additions  to  the 
pastorate  during  the  year,  and  the  cause  of  Lutheranism  here  has  been 
greatly  strengthened.  Unfortunately  Bro.  Butler  has  resigned  to  take 
effect  at  this  meeting  of  Synod,  and  his  resignation  has  been  accepted 
with  regret.  An  earnest  effort  should  be  made  to  place  a  suitable  man  in 
this  field  at  once,  and  the  Committee  has  been  exerting  itself  to  find  a 
pastor  for  this  charge,  but  has  not  yet  succeeded. 

5.  Augusta.  The  present  status  and  outlook  of  this  mission  is  encour- 
aging. The  Pastor,  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman,  has  added  thirty  to  the  member- 
ship during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  129,  with  six  more  to  be  added 
soon.  The  debt  has  been  reduced  from  $3,000  to  $1,600,  in  addition  to 
$700  worth  of  improvements  in  the  property  made  by  the  congregation. 
The  utmost  harmony  seems  to  exist  between  the  pastor  and  his  flock, 
and  though  there  are  some  obstacles,  the  future  is  full  of  hope.  The 
reports  of  our  missionaries  made  quarterly  show  progress  and  faith- 
fulness in  the  Master's  work.  It  is  but  just  to  commend  the  fidelity 
and  consecration  of  these  earnest  servants  of  Christ.  Their  meagre  sala- 
ries are  but  a  poor  compensation  for  their  self-denying  labors. 

6.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  with  the  aid  of  some  loans,  we  have  been 
enabled  to  pay  the  salaries  of  our  missionaries  at  the  end  of  each  quarter; 
and  for  this  purpose,  have  borrowed  $214.60,  which  we  expect  to  be  paid 
at  this  meeting  of  Synod.  $94.79  are  yet  due  Bros.  Butler  and  Hallman, 
which  should  also  be  paid  at  once. 

7.  The  work  committed  to  us  has  prospered,  and  seems  in  better  condi- 
tion generally  than  heretofore.  We  recommend  that  the  Synod  continue 
to  appropriate  at  least  $800  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and,  if  possible, 
push  forward  the  work  so  as  to  occupy  other  fields. 

8.  The  Committee  would  respectfully  recommend  that  all  its  acts  be 
approved,  and  all  unpaid  appropriations  be  ordered  paid.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  VACANCIES. 

Your  Committee  on  Vacancies  begs  leave  to  report  the  following  facts 
which  have  come  to  its  knowledge  in  regard  to  Vacancies  in  Synod.  By 
the  resignation  of  Rev.  K.  Boldt,  St.  Johannes  and  St.  Paul  have  become 
vacant.  The  resignation  of  Rev.  J.  D.  Bowles  has  left  Pine  Grove  and 
Trinity  vacant.  By  the  removal  of  Rev.  S.  L,.  Keller,  Orangeburg  and 
Summerville  have  been  left  without  a  regular  pastor,  though  these 
churches  have  received  supply  preaching  during  the  year.  Rev.  J.  W. 
Butler  has  resigned  the  Graniteville  Mission,  and  thus  Graniteville, 
Orange  Chapel  and  Vaucluse  are  vacant.  Rev.  J.  H.  Wyse  has  resigned 
his  pastorate,  but  negotiations  are  pending  to  retain  his  services.  The 
charge  formerly  served  by  Rev.  W.  A.  Julian,  including  Mt.  Olivet, 
Mt.  Pilgrim,  Macedonia  and  Bachman  Chapel,  is  vacant,  but  these 
churches  have  been  severally  making  arrangements  for  preaching.  The 
pastorate  of  Rev.  J.  D.  Shealy  seeks  to  be  divided.  This  will  leave  Beth- 
lehem, Nazareth,  Red  Bank  and  Mt.  Pleasant  without  a  pastor.  By  the 
division  of  St.  Michael's  Pastorate  some  of  the  churches  of  this  pastorate 
will  probably  become  vacant.  Mt.  Pisgah  is  vacant.  Beth  Eden.  Colony 
and  St.  James  are  vacant,  but  are  receiving  supply  preaching.

Various  questions  were  discussed,  and  a  deep  interest 
manifested,  but  the  attendance  of  the  members  was  small.  Nothing  was 
done  which  demands  the  attention  of  this  body. 

2.  The  Newberry  Conference  held  three  meetings.  At  one  of  these 
meetings  a  Committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  J.  A.  Sligh,  G.  W.  Holland 
and  J.  B.  Fox,  was  appointed  to  memorialize  Synod  to  employ  a  Secretary 
of  Missions  and  Education.  As  this  Committee  will  present  its  memorial 
at  this  meeting  of  Synod,  we  have  no  recommendation  to  make.  This 
Conference  also  states  that  the  Pastoral  Districts  in  its  bounds  are  not  in 
a  satisfactory  condition,  that  nearly  half  of  the  churches  stand  alone, 
and  are  left  to  make  their  own  arrangements.  As  this  condition  of 
things  is  proving  injurious  to  the  churches,  your  Committee  would 
recommend  that  Synod  take  some  action  to  prevent  the  formation  of  new 
charges  and  the  breaking  up  of  old  ones  without  its  consent  or  approval.

REPORT  OF  NEWBERRY  CONFERENCE  COMMITTEE  ON 
SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONS  AND  EDUCATION. 

For  a  number  of  years  this  Synod  has  contemplated  the  employment 
of  a  General  Missionary,  and  also  an  Agent  for  Newberry  College.  Bach 
of  these  projects  has,  for  certain  reasons  considered  sufficient,  been 
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regarded  as  impracticable.  The  Newberry  Conference,  at  its  meeting,  in 
January  last,  appointed  a  Committee  to  formulate  a  plan  whereby  both 
of  the  enterprises  of  Travelling  Missionary  and  College  Agency  may  be 
united,  and  one  man  be  engaged  to  prosecute  both  undertakings. 

There  is  a  vast  amount  of  general  work  which  the  progress  and  enlarge- 
ment of  our  Synod  urgently  needs,  which  can  not  be  done  either  by  our 
Pastors  or  by  the  College  Professors.  The  Committee  would  respectfully 
urge  the  necessity  of  employing  a  suitable  man  to  perform  this  general 
work  upon  the  following  grounds: 

1.  The  manifestueed  of  enlarging  our  numbers  and  territory. 

2.  The  imperative  duty  of  taking  care  of  those  whom  God  has  com- 
mitted to  our  charge— our  scattered  brethren  in  the  various  towns  and 
counties  of  the  State,  our  vacant  congregations,  and  the  proper  oversight 
which  must  encourage  and  strengthen  the  missions  already  undertaken. 

3.  The  great  importance  of  supplying  to  the  majority  of  our  congrega- 
tions the  doctrinal  and  church  literature  which  they  need  for  their 
edification  and  intelligent  Church  membership. 

4.  Organizing  Sunday-schools  in  destitute  places. 

This  General  Missionary  could  also  discharge  the  duties  of  a  College 
Agent,  and  this  is  necessary  for  the  following  reasons: 

r.  The  development  of  Newberry  College  in  line  with  the  present 
progress,  and  in  parallelism  with  the  prevailing  custom  of  employing 
agents  for  similar  institutions. 

2.  The  needs  of  increased  endowment  to  meet  the  demands  for  a  more 
thorough,  complete  and  industrial  education,  and  for  this  purpose  to 
increase  the  number  of  Professors. 

3.  The  need  of  bringing  the  importance  of  education  to  more  of  our 
people,  and  continually  adding  to  the  number  of  students. 

4.  The  need  of  erecting  additional  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of 
students  and  preserving  the  important  Library  and  other  valuable 
property  of  the  College. 

5.  Increasing  the  College  patronage,  and  making  the  College  known 
in  other  Counties  and  States. 

6.  Reminding  the  stewards  of  the  Lord  of  the  duty  of  making  bequests 
of  money  and  property  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  this  Synod  to  employ  this  Secretary 
of  Missions  and  Education  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  that  he  be  offered 
the  salary  of  $800.  to  be  raised  in  the  following  manner:  (a).  That  $600, 
usually  appropriated  to  the  College,  be  given  as  part  of  the  Secretary's 
salary;  provided,  that  if  the  Secretary  be  not  employed,  this  amount 
continue  to  be  given  to  the  College,  (b).  That  the  children  of  our 
Church  be  requested  to  raise  the  additional  $200,  thereby  not  interfering 
with  any  general  benevolence  or  other  enterprises  now  engaged  in  by  the 
Synod.  An  average  of  5  cents  a  year  from  each  Sunday-school  pupil 
will  raise  this  amount.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  NEWBERRY 

COLLEGE. 

The  friends  of  Newberry  College  were  apprehensive  and  even  trembled 
with  fear  that  the  College,  possessing  such  a  small  Endowment  Fund, 
might  be  brought  to  almost  ruin  during  the  fearful  money  panic  which 
has  spread  its  direful  effect  throughout,  not  only  the  limits  of  our  Synod, 
but  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  whole  country.  But  when 
it  was  announced  by  the  worthy  President  of  the  College  that  the  names 
of  no  students,  the  largest  number  reached  for  many  years,  had  been 
enrolled  during  the  first  week  of  its  recent  opening,  gratitude  and  praise 
to  God  must  have  filled  the  hearts  of  the  friends  of  the  Institution,  and 
every  such  friend  must  have  said,  "Thank  God." 

Newberry  College  is  the  child  of  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina,  and  is 
therefore  in  a  special  manner  under  her  fostering  care;  and  how  evideot 
it  is  to-day  that  that  Synod  doth  care  for  her. 

Though  deficient  in  an  Endowment  Fund,  ways  and  means  have  been 
provided  to  carry  on  the  work  contemplated  by  her  founders.  The  secret 
of  much  of  her  present  success  is  due  to  the  providing  of  homes  for  her 
hard-worked  and  worthy  professors,  and  the  arrangement  made  to  furnish 
good  and  cheap  board  for  her  orderly  and  well  behaved  students.  This, 
however,  should  not  in  the  least  diminish  the  efforts  of  the  Synod  in 
providing  for  her  adequate  Endowment  Fund. 

In  order  to  successfully  compete  (in  this  day  of  close  competition) 
with  other  institutions  of  learning,  Newberry  College  must  be  able  to 
offer  low  rates  of  tuition  and  to  furnish  instruction  to  indigent  but  worthy 
young  men,  tuition  without  charge.  For  solid  instruction  and  thorough 
education  and  moral  training,  the  College  has  no  superiors  and  but  few 
equals  in  our  South  land.  This  point  has  been  settled  beyond  all  contro- 
versy and  is  being  made  more  and  more  apparent  year  after  year  as  her

graduates  go  out  into  the  world  and  take  their  places  in  the  various  call- 
ings and  avocations  of  life. 

The  contemplated  fire-proof  building  which  has  already  been  exten- 
sively advertised  in  which  to  deposit  the  library  and  other  valuable 
property,  and  in  order  to  make  room  in  the  main  building  for  more 
students,  has  become  an  absolute  necessity.  Let  the  friends  of  the  insti- 
tution make  one  more  strong  pull  and  a  pull  altogether  for  the  erection 
and  completion  of  this  building,  and  then  they  may  sit  down  for  a  little 
while  and  watch  the  results.  Let  the  friends  of  the  College  also  begin  to 
plan  and  seriously  to  consider  the  importance  of  having  a  man  who  is 
thoroughly  in  earnest  and  in  full  sympathy  with  the  College  in  the  field 
working  up  an  Endowment  Fund,  bringing  in  students,  and  advertising 
all  the  time  in  a  general  way  the  great  advantages  offered  by  Newberry 
College. 

This  man  might  be  charged  with  other  duties,  such  as  looking  up  the 
scattered  membership  of  our  Church,  visiting  vacant  congregations  and 
putting  into  the  homes  of  our  people  the  literature  of  our  Church.  In 
our  opinion  no  money  expended  by  this  body  will  bring  forth  greater 
results  and  more  abundant  fruit. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  which  has  just  met  and  adjourned,  unanimously 
adopted  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  request  Synod  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  building  on  the  College  campus  not  later  than  October 
ist,  1894. 

It  is  gratifying  for  the  Board  to  report  to  Synod  that  the  six  hundred 
dollars  for  each  of  the  last  two  y ears  was  not  used  to  defray  the  current 
expenses  of  the  institution,  but  was  invested  in  the  erection  of  needed 
buildings  on  the  College  campus. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  state  that  the  College  does  not  ask  for  an 
appropriation  of  six  hundred  dollars  this  year,  but  we  recommend  an 
appropriation  of  one  hundred  dollars  with  which  to  insure  the  College 
building.

The  Eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Home  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod  opened 
on  the  evening  of  the  16th  of  October,  1893,  in  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  Lexington,  S.  C.  After  prayer  by  Rev.  L,.  K.  Probst, 
greetings  were  extended  by  Miss  Mary  Hiller  from  St.  Ste- 
phen's Society,  and  responded  to  in  a  most  happy  manner  by 
Miss  Kate  Luther  of  Grace  Church,  Prosperity. 

Afterwards  Dr.  Edward  T.  Horn  delivered  a  very  excellent 
address  on  Foreisru  Missions. 


SECOND  SESSION. 

Tuesday,  October  17th,  9.30  A.  M. 
The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Mrs. 
M.  C.  Rawl. 

Credentials  were  called  for,  but  owing  to  a  change  of  the 
date  of  the  Convention,  and  limited  time  given,  but  few  dele- 
gates responded.    This  was  a  cause  of  regret. 

The  members  of  St.  Stephen's  Society  present  were  received 
as  advisory  members  of  the  Convention. 

The  Recording  Secretary  being  absent,  Miss  E.  A.  Souter 
was  appointed  to  take  her  place.

Also  from  Rev.  A.  J.  Bowers,  who  was  to  deliver  an  address. 
All  these  regret  exceedingly  their  inability  to  be  present. 

The  President  read  her  report,  which  was  received  and 
referred  to  a  Committee. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Sisters  and  Friends:  Once  again  has  the  season  returned  for 
our  annual  Convention.  A  merciful  Providence  has  protected  and  pre- 
served us  through  another  year,  and  again  we  are  permitted  to  meet  and 
discuss  together  that  subject  which  should  be  nearest  to  the  heart  of  every 
Christian,  viz.:  the  best  means  of  advancing  the  Master's  work,  the  best 
means  of  proving  by  our  actions  that  the  prayer,  "Thy  kingdom  come," 
is  not  mere  lip  service. 

According  to  our  prescribed  routine  of  business  the  President's  report 
is  expected  at  this  juncture.  But  when  you  consider  that  you  have  not 
vested  in  your  Executive  Committee  the  slightest  degree  of  executive 
power,  you  will  perceive  at  once  that  your  President  can  have  no  report 
to  make.  However  touching  the  appeals  which  come  to  us  for  only  a  few 
dollars;  assistance  or  for  the  expenses  of  a  minister  to  be  paid  to  some  des- 
titute point,  it  is  not  in  our  power  to  respond.  Then,  too,  we  were 
required  to  appoint  a  Committee  on  Literature,  but  not  having  a  single 
dollar  to  place  at  their  disposal,  that  Committee  of  course  can  accomplish 
nothing. 

This  Convention  has  pledged  to  the  Board  of  Missions  its  utmost  efforts 
to  raise  for  their  work  a  sum  considerably  exceeding  what  we  have  raised. 
Would  it  not  be  advisable  in  passing  our  resolutions  at  this  Convention 
to  promise  the  Board  only  a  certain  portion  of  what  we  raise,  say  two- 
thirds,  three-fourths,  or  four-fifths,  as  you  see  proper?  Or  if  it  is  thought 
best  to  specify  some  amount,  let  us  name  an  amount  rather  under  than 
above  what  we  have  been  raising  per  annum,  thus  leaving  something  at 
the  discretion  of  your  Executive  Committee,  as  is  done  by  other  societies. 

We  have,  as  you  well  know,  always  advocated  evangelistic  mission 
work.  We  were  forcibly  struck  by  a  report  of  Rev.  Huber,  Travelling 
Secretary  of  the  Nebraska  Synod.  In  the  second  quarter  of  the  present 
year  he  preached  thirty-two  sermons  and  traveled  5,399  miles,  with  trav- 
eling expenses  amounting  to  $23.04  !  Yet  if  we  consult  the  annals  of  the 
South  Carolina  Missionary  Society,  we  will  find  that  report  not  by  any 
means  unprecedented.  Fifty  years  ago  consecrated  men  would  go  on 
horseback  through  almost  pathless  forests,  doing  the  Master's  work,  at  a 
very  small  outlay  of  money  and  upon  meagre  compensation. 

Truly,  the  march  of  civilization  and  Christianity  has  effected  great 
changes,  and  the  Church  should  afford  her  workers  a  more  liberal  com- 
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peusatiou  than  iu  those  days.  Yet  just  such  men  are  needed  to-day. 
The  man  who  travels  only  by  rail  fails  to  reach  the  most  destitute  points. 
"The  harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the  laborers  are  few."  Yet  while  there 
is  such  a  vast  field  open  for  mission  work  all  over  our  land,  we  rejoice  in 
the  good  work  that  is  being  accomplished  by  the  Board  at  various  points 
within  the  bounds  of  the  United  Synod.  But  more  especially  do  we 
rejoice  in  the  successful  establishment  of  our  Foreign  Mission.  We  have 
great  reason  to  be  thankful  for  the  apparent  consecration  of  our  Foreign 
Missionaries,  and  for  the  encouraging  reports  given  of  their  work.  Let 
us  not  fail  to  uphold  their  hands  by  prayer. 

Dear  sisters,  we  often  become  discouraged  iu  our  work.  So  few  eVen 
of  our  own  members  take  an  interest  in  the  welfare  of  our  Society.  And  how 
about  the  Church  at  large  ?  Do  not  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  its 
membership  seem  to  be  acting  on  the  selfish  motto,  "So  I  am  saved  I  care 
not  what  becomes  of  the  balance  of  mankind"?  It  has  long  been  a  ques- 
tion in  my  mind  whether  the  organization  of  missionary  societies  is 
really  an  evidence  of  church  life  or  not.  Comparatively,  that  is,  under 
existing  circumstances,  it  certainly  is;  compared  to  what  the  Church 
should  be,  it  is  not.    There  should  be  no  need  of  missionary  societies. 

Let  us  take  courage  and  go  forward  until  the  glorious  day  shall  dawn 
when  the  entire  body  of  the  Christian  Church  shall  be  one  grand  mission- 
ary army — every  man,  woman  and  child  under  the  Captain's  inarching 
orders,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture. ' '
